TIMBER SURVEY [PROBATE CALENDAR 
MOVES RAPIDLY) INDIS TRICTCOURT 


Foresters Return from Big Dis- 
trict With Encouraging 
Reports. 


Butler and Lincoln 
Grow have returned from southern 
Utah, where they haye been employed 
during the past two monthg assisting 
in the work of surveying the Katbab 
forest in the Buckskin mountains. 

The gentlemen state that the survey 
is progressing rapidly and that a plat 
of the entire forest will be prepared 
for the use of the government by Sep 
tember Ist, and that at that time the 
government will be in position to state 
to bidders for timber In that section 
just how much and what kind of tim- 
ber jig for sale 

It has been estimated that there are 
something like 3,500,000,000 feet of 
timber fit for sawing that the govern- 
ment could profitably dispose of to 
parties who would build a railroad 
into that country, but Mr, Butler 
states that it is more than likely that 
‘there are not more than 2,500,000 000 
feet that could be used in making lum 
ber. 

The surveying and platting of the 
country has already progressed to 
such an extent, says District Forester 
E. A. Sherman, as to enable the gov- 
ernment to give accurate information 
regarding certain parts of the forests, 
and that timber in those sectlons can 
be sold at any time Those projecting 
railroads into countries of that kind 
ask a purchase of timber amounting 
to at least 900,000,000 feet, but it is 
questionable whether the government 
will sell more than 250,000,000 feet io 
a single corporation. 

The forest service Officers are of the 
opinion, however, that it would be 
well for Uncle Sam to sell 600,000,000 
feet of the timber of the Kaibab for- 
est if it would be the means of induc- 
ing the building of a railroad Into that 
section of country, but it is a grave 
question whether officers higher up 
having the matter in hand will consent 
to so large a sale. This may be the 
means of delaying the extension of a 
railroad 

A road Is now contemplated to ex- 
tend from Lund, on the San Pedro 
route, through Cedar City, the Dixte 
country, the forest section and as far 
as the grand gorge of the Colorado 
river in Arizona
